GAME COMMISSION OPENS| 


45,000 ACRES IN COUNTY 

Approximately 45,000 acres 
of private lands in Palm Beach 
County will be opened to pub- 
lic hunting beginning with the 
1951 season under terms of a 
15-year lease signed 
by officials of the Indian Trail 
Ranch, Inc., and the Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission. 

The new public hunting 
tract, located 10 miles west,of 
West Palm Beach, brings the 
total of Commission-controlled 
wildlife management areas op- 
en to public hunting to 495,000 
acres. It will be operated under 
the same regulations as apply 
to similar areas, - 

In return for full control of 
all wildlife management rights 
in the tract, the Commission 
will be required to do a cer- 
tain amount of fencing and 
furnish a permanent wildlife:

It is pointed out, however,| 
that a normal summer vacation, 
inasmuch as-it is beyond the 
veteran's control is not con- 
sidered an interruption. There- 
fore, any veteran who was 
studying under the GI Bill of 
Rights during the 1951 spring 
term need not attend a sjÉnm- 
er session to insure his’ right 
to continue afterward. He must, 
however, resume training in 
the fall in the same field of 


study. 
Veterans who were not in 


training during the regular en- 
rollment period just ended (or 
in the current summer session) 
cannot go back to school under 
the GI Bill after July 25th un- 
less they are in a group to 
whom special provisions apply. 
These groups are: 

(1) Veterans who were dis- 
charged from the armed forces 
after July 25, 1947, including 
those who enlisted or re-enlist- 
ed under the Voluntary Re- 
cruitment Act of 1945-1946. 
They have four years from the 
date of their discharge in which 
to start training. 

(2) Veterans who interrupted 
GI Bill training and have since 
gone back to active service. 
They may resume training 


within a reasonable time after]! 


discharge. 

(3) Servicemen whose part- 
time training while in uniform 
was interrupted by military 
duties or transfers, may com- 


farm better. County mobiliza- 
tion committees are 
for the discussions. 
Declaring that the family 
farm is of front-rank import- 
ance to the United States and 
to the world, Mr. McCormick 
cites two potent reasons: "First, 
we have a big production job 
to do, now and in the future, 
not only to feed our own people 
but to wage peace throughout 
the world, if we may be spared 
the waging of war. For this we 
need efficient, highly pro- 
ductive flexible, financially 
strong family farms. 
“Second, we want and need 
the kind of democracy that is 
built on the foundation of 
family farming, a democracy 
that offers human dignity, op- 
portunity, responsibility, and 
freedom here at home and 
holds out hope to the world.” 
Pointing out that many farm 
people often work from before 
sunup till after sundown, Mr. 
McCormick saye that people are 
still under-employed on some 
family farms, their land is not 
used to best advantage, their 
operations are less efficient.

(8) Veteran teachers who are 
taking GI Bill courses during 
summer sessions. They must be 
teaching during the regular 
academic year and must study 
at least one summer session 
each year without interruption. 

Veterans who, during any 
subsequent enrollment period;| 
plan to enter graduate or pro- 
fessional schools are reminded 
that they must file a request 
for continued training with the 
VA prior to the date of gradua- 
tion. 

The wind-up date of the pro- 
gram is July 25, 1956, except, 
for veterans who were Volun- 
tary Recruitment Act enlistees. 
They have nine years from the
